While Remy prepared to look into 
the sweeping charges launched by 
Adams, Mayor John L. Duvall, 
of 
Indianapolis, admitted the authenti­ 
city of one of two documents, pho- 
tostatie copies of which were 
given 
out by Adams. 
Duvall admitted he wrote a letter 
to Stephenson two years ago saying 
he would become a candidate 
for 
treasurer of Marion countv and “ go 
down the line for vou and the hoys” 
if Ed Ramsev, 
another candidate, 
would withdraw. 
The mayor said the

wlrch he was rmrpor ed to have pro­ 
mised to let Stephenson dictate ap­ 
pointments if Stephenson would sup­ 
port him in the race for mavor of 
Indianapolis was a falsehood.

Duvall said it was writ­ 
ten about two venrs ago, before he 
considered making the race for may­ 
or.

tract promising to let 
Stephenson 
make certain citv 
appointments, 
Mavor Duvall said 
the 
signature 
looked like a rubber stamp. 
The

and Mrs. George Oberholtzer, 
mils of Miss Madge Oberholtzer, the 
pbl for whose death Stephenson was 
sentenced to life imorisonment.
